Claim 6 has been amended to include new limitations "said server is connected to the network-enabled home appliance via the Internet, 
and said server has a command coversion unit for converting a command to a predetermined format that is specific to the network-enabled 
home appliance" and "said command being in said predetermined format specific to the network-enabled home applicance when received 
from said server." 

Claims 8, 12-13 and 15 have been amended to include new limitations that a client device is "located within a private TCP/IP based 
network" and that the server is "on the Internet" which comprises a section that establishes "a TCP/IP session" with the relay device. 

Claims 8, 13 and 15 have been amended further to include new limitations wherein said client device "is communicatble with the relay 
device but cannot independently connected to the Internet," and that a predetermined format of a command is "specific to the 
predetermined model" of the client device. 

The remaining claims depend upon these; therefore, the submitted claims change the scope of the invention and would require new search. 
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
